ROLE OF CONSTITUTIONAL DEM- 


OCRATIC PARTY IN NATION- 


AL ASSEMBLY. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 10.—The 


role of the constitutional Democratic 
party In the National Assembly, ac- 
cording to a resolution adopted at the 
convention which opened, here January 
18, will be to obstruct all ordinary leg- 
islation. 


However,, In CM* the attempt at the 


first session to convert tha assembly 
Into a full fledged constituent body in 
unsuccessful, the members of the con- 
stitutional democratic party will en- 
deavor to secure the passage of an 
election law providing for general, di- 
rect and equal suffrage a.nd statutes 
guaranteeing liberty of speech, assem- 
blage, press and religion, and meas- 
ures for the pacification of the country. 


A resolution providing for the par- 


ticipation of the constitutional demo- 
cratic party In the elections to the ^Ja 
tlonal Assembly was passed with only 
two dissenting votes, thus nullifying 
the chances of a split which the Ex- 
tremists hoped to effect on this ques- 
tion. 


At the suggestion of M. Bodltcheff 


the convention declined to bind the 
party's representatives In the National 
Assembly to any specific measures re- 
garding the solution of th» agrarian 
question.

The Howison Ukase. 


Professor George Howison's great age and long connection with 


the university should give him absolution for many eccentricities, but 
his latest freak raises a broad question of principle, which cannot be 
passed over indulgently. He has undertaken to debar from his lecture 
room all students who write for the press. He justifies his action 
by sa} ing his language has been garbled and his utterances mis- 
quoted in published reports of his lectures 
It is irritating to be 


misquoted and misrepresented, and the young men guilty of so doing 
ought to be ashamed of themselves. But what right has Professor 
Howison to exclude students from registry in the classes he teaches? 
[The State University is a public institution maintained by public 
taxation. 
The proposition that the head of a department can ex- 


clude students who are not under suspension or discipline from his 
classroom is therefore extraordinary and anomalous. Whence does 
Professor Howison derive the arbitrary authotity he has attempted 
to exert' If he has the power to exclude students from his lectures 
for any reason he may see fit to assign, every other member of the 
faculty can do likewise 
The assertion of any such arbitrary and 


unbridled authority necessarily violates the fundamental principle 
on which the university was founded 
It amounts to an absolute 


denial of a right conferred by law upon every citizen of the State. 
This cannot be passed over as the whim of a testy old gentleman, 
who has a trick of exciting the mirth of volatile and lightminded 
youth by expressing bizarre theories and queer conceits while ex- 
pounding philosophy and science. Proper discipline should be en- 
forced at the university, but the discipline should be rational 
and 


'not destructive of the ends the university was founded to subserve. 
Professor Howison is not a czar, nor does he own the university. 
His years and attainments should admonish him not to make a fool 
of himself nor act like a petulant old woman. The position he oc- 
cupies calls for dignity and discretion as well as scholarship, and he 
exhibits neither by angrily shutting the door of his lecture room on 
students who engage in pursuits to which he has an antipathy. 
His 


place is in the museum along with the other fossils.

To 
start a pecan orchard one must have 
a capital of $5000 to $20.000, which he 
can afford to tie up for six ' or seven 
years.

THE BUSINESS WORLD 


One of the Prominent Figures in the 


Western Pacific Has Had an 


Interesting Career. 


Gradually we are being made 


aware of the fact that in Walter 
J. Bartnett California has a very 
able man. Some days ago we 
learned that he had reorganized a 
banking institution

raspberries ana blackberries. 
The apple 


Is a fruit' of long descent. 
Among the 


ruins of the Swiss lake dwellers ore found 
remains of small seed apples which show 
th« seed valves and tbo grains of flesh. 
Tho crab-apple la a native of Britain and 
waa the stock on which were grafted the 
choicest varieties when 
brought 
from 


France. Apples of some sort were abund- 
ant before the conquest and had been in- 
troduced probably by the Romans. 
Yet 


often as Saxon manuscripts speak of ap- 
ples and elder there is no mention of 
named varieties before 
the 
thirteenth 


century.

bo seedlings, hence called from the pips 
or seeds, are said not to have been grown 
in England before 1525. The exact Dray- 
den, 
writing of the orchards of Kent at 


that period, can name only the apple, the 
orajige, the russean, the sweeting, the 
pome water and the reinette. 


John winthrop is usually held respon- 


sible for the Introduction of the apple In- 
to the New World. But as a matter of 
fact when Winthrop anchored off Cape 
Ann the recluse Blackstone .already had 
apple trees growing about his cabin at 
Shawmut Neck. Some of the best of Am- 
erican apples were brought over by the 
Huguenots who settled In Flushing, L. I., 
In 1660, 
and planted there, among others, 


the pomme royale or spice apple.—Chica- 
go Chronicle. 


A USBFUL INDIAN TREE.- 


In northern India, doss 'to the foe- 
of the Himalayas, grows 
the manwi 
tree. Sugar is made from its flowers as 
well as a cordial and the tree proves 
Itself useful in other ways. Aj a nut 
bearing tree it has been known for many 
ages 
It belongs 
to 
the sapotaoea 
(star-apple) family. 
Its blooming per 
lol lasts from the end of February till 
April. Quickly after the.pollen la formed 
the whitish tubular flowers swell to balls 
about as large as cherries, which con- 
fain a large amount of invert sugar 
(honey). 
The flower tubes fall, covering 
the ground in the 
greatest 
profusion. 
They are eagerly gathered by the na- 
tives 
a:nd eaten. 
A tree yields from 


200 to 300 pounds of flowers.

Increases Duties on U.S. 


Imports Nearly 100 


Per Gent, 


CHICAGO, Jan. 20.—A dispatch to the 


Record-Herald from Washington says: 


On the first of March next the duties 


on machinery, 
electrical supplies 
and 


other articles which are shipped In large 
quantities from the United States' to 
Russia will be taxed nearly 100 per cent 
more than at present. 
The duties are to 


be raised for the protection of American, 
German nnd other manufacturers who 
have been induced to build factories and 
invest capital In the Russian 
Empire. 


This Is the second time that the Ru^s- 
slan Government has increased Its im- 
port duties upon such merchandise for the 
same reason, and the manufacturers of 
the United States are the principal suf- 
ferers. 
L,ast year our direct exports to RUSSIA 


were about $16,000,000. bu-t our indirect 
exports through Hamburg and other Eu- 
ropean markets were very much larger. 


The principal direct exports to Rus- 


sia last year were as follows: - Agricultur- 
al implements, $3,812,705; copper, $3,225,- 
945; cotton.goods, $6.510.147. 
There was also a large quantity of iron 


and steel, electrical supplies and other 
manufactures. 
On the first o:f March the 


duties on all these articles will be raised 
from 25 to 100 per cent, which are prac- 
tically prohibitory.

SAX FRANCISCO, Jan. 20.-The past week has offered 


a great deal of amusement for those who look somewhat be- 
neath the surface of municipal politics and of the large events 
of city life. There have been some rather absurd struggles for 
position and preferment and a great deal of mixing between the 
church and polities and between the church and the most power- 
ful of the secret societies. All of this the unitiatecl would never 
know anything of from the reports in our papers, which are 
very dainty about offending any of the great influences, but 
their silence has not stopped the gossip, and in fact that very 
silence lias increased the talk and exaggerated the rumors. 


In the first place we suddenly found the "Evening Post" 


vehemently decrying the ambition of J. 0. Hayes of San Jose 
to be Governor. * The paper exploited the fact that he had not 
unionized some of the departments of his great paper, the "San 
Jose Mercury," and it stated very positively that because of his 
hostility to Tnion Labor he could not expect to be the Republi- 
can candidate. 


This was rather surprising, for "Ruof is popularly supposed 


to stand close to the editorial management of the "Post," and 
was uonorally understood to be in equally elose political affilia- 
tion with tbo editor of the "Mercury." 
However; the "Post" 


has ceased to mention Hayes in a derogatory manner or to 
speak disparagingly of his candidacy. Ruef has also said 
since that he was in favor of Haves' nomination. 
So what 


promised for a time to be a political sensation has died out.

Then came the attack by Sheriff O'Xeil on ex-Sheriff Cur- 


tis. 
The thing opened out very beautifully. There were hints 


from the Ruef headquarters that after Curtis had been attend- 
ed to there \\nuld lie a aoing down the line, with a showing up 
of this official and that official until the entire State was made, 
to comprehend that last November's cry "Down with the graft- 
ors" was raised because the real grafters in office had feared 
to hnAr their offii-ial doinss and misdoings inquired into and 
had shuddered lest some one should cast a critical eye over their" 
accounts.

That left everything in the air again: and then it was whis- 


pered that two powerful influences) were at work, the Church 
on one side and Ruef on the other. Curtis always had been 
very clo?e with the Church and it was rumored that great ef- 
forts had been made to pull down O'Neil, and his attitude be- 
fore the Grand Jury after he had told so much against Curtis 
to the repori-ers was taken as evidence that the Church had 
v, on. 


Then Ruef. who was bent on destroying the men who had 


cried against him "down with the grafters," sent for the 
Sheriff and braced him up. Supervisor Gallagher took a hand 
in the bracing, and then Sheriff O'Neil, who seems to have far 
less courage in politics than he had in war, gave out a statement 
to the effect that all his charges against Curtis were entirely 
true and that there had been a deal of grafting in the office of 
his predecessor. 


What will come of it all no man may say. But to those 


who do not combine religion with politics there has come a 
broad smile of amusement and a cynical wonder as to where the 
final victory in the contest between the Church and Ruef will 
rest. The contest now has become known as the fight between 
the Cathedral and the Synagogue.

Then again another fine contest between two other oppos- 


ing influences has come up to cause a great deal of discussion. 
Tu this case the combat is between the Church and the Masons, 
and the center of disturbance is the suit of the Isabella Levy 
hcirs against Attorney Reuben H. Lloyd, to whom she willed 
her vast estate amounting to close upon $1,000,000. 


Here is a case in which an effort to smother the news has 


resulted in a vast deal more of discussion and rumor and pub- 
licity than would have resulted if everything had been thrown 
open to the public. Attorney Lloyd, who is one of the ablest 
loaders of the San Francisco bar, should have been wise enough 
to have taken the public into his confidence, but failed to do it. 


Now when Miss Levy died and left all her property to At- 


torney Lloyd there was no particular reason why she should 
not have done so. She was an ancient maiden lady who had no 
next of kin, and Lloyd had rendered her a great deal of valuable 
service and advice. The will Avas regularly made and Avitness- 
ed by the most reputable persons. 
Then it Avas attacked by 


some collateral heirs, cousins of the deceased. It is not fre- 
quent for great affection to run to cousins, and there was no 
reason in the world why all the facts of the controversy should 
not have been made public. But again Attorney Lloyd elected 


""IrTmakc a great secret of everything. When the depositions in' 


the case began to be taken this week he insisted that everything 
should be kept secret, and his brother attorneys were pledged to 
that secrecy. 


Of course, all sorts of exaggerated rumors began to spread 


at once. It was whispered that one or two lawyers had been 
approached by the cousins Avho Avi-shed to contest the will, and 
that these laAvyers said they Avould not dare to take the case 
against so powerful a Mason as Reuben H. Lloyd. Conse- 
qu^ntly it became necessary to hire Charles Hanlon and Sulli- 
van & Sullivan, who are Catholic lawyers, vehemently opposed 
to Masonry. Then the exaggerated rumors also ran that the 
will had been made when Mrs. Levy was very much under the 
influence of liquor, and that Lloyd had plied her with drink in 
the effort to secure her property. The rumors even ran much 
further than this, all to the detriment of Lloyd. 


This forced Lloyd into the open, where lie should have 


been from the start; and the case that he presented, backed by 
the testimony of witnesses who are unimpeachable, put at rest 
the rumors that never need have been started if there had not 
been this effort'to suppress the facts. Lloyd is a very rich 
man, several times a millionaire, a bachelor, and there was no 
reason in the Avorld why he should have gone out of his way to 
get an extra million from Miss Levy. But the next time he or 
any other attorney has a case of such importance and delicacy 
he'had better not try to suppress the facts or to bring political 
and Masonic influence to bear upon the newspapers. 
The truth 


is never one-tenth as bad as the rumors that instantly grow out 
•of an attempt at secrecy. These rumors start up faster than 
mushrooms sprout from a fat field after the first rain.

The fact that Percy T. Morgan refused the $25,000 a yeai 


salary as president of the Telephone Company because he had 
all his work cut out for him as president of the California Wine 
Association, has called attention to some of the abuses to which 
California Avine is continually put. There is. for instance, on 
Mission street in this city, an institution in Avhich you can buy 
any lend of a wine label put on any kind of a Avine bottle for 
prices that are absurdly low; and Avhen the easy-going sucker 
fares forth into the tenderloin he is fed on alleged champagne, 
corked, capped and labelled just like "the imprisoned laughter 
of the peasant girls of France," but which is at best a cheap 
California Avine in which are a mixture of acids. This mixture 
is sold for a few dollars a case, and is retailed at the extravagant 
prices that the easy-going-gentlemen of the night pay for their 
wines Avhen they are on a tear. 


I know of another place in California Avhere a great many 


young women are employed to stick labels upon wine bottles. 
If you want any kind of a red Avine all you have to do is to ask 
for it, and the bottles arc filled from a cask of red wine. You 
ran get from that same cask Chateau La Rose, Margaiix, Bor- 
deaux, Burgundies, and everything from the heaviest to the 
lightest of red wmes. From another cask you Avill be given 
anything from a Marcobrunner to a Riesling or Chablis, and 
that is the way that a great deal Of our California wine goes out 
to the people. 


Some years ago a California wine man established himself 


in New York, and he attempted to put upon the market sound 
and genuine California wines at $4- a case. The Xe\v York 
market rejected him. He was like to starve at his honest trade. 
Then he took his same bottles, Avashed off the California labels 
that Avere honest, and placed upon the bottles French labels that 
were dishonest; and the same wine that was rejected at $4 a 
case Avas eagerly snapped up at $9 a case: That man is now 
rolling in riches, whereas if he had stuck to an honest trade he 
would have been a candidate for the poorhouse. From all of 
which it may be seen that at least in the California Avine trade 
"honesty is not the best policy."
